1 . IN HIS FIRST PUBLIC ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF INTENSE DIPLOMATIC 
MANEUVERING BY SOVIETS AND MODERATE ARABS, PRESIDENT MOHAMED 
SIAD BARRE HAS PUT ALL CONTENDERS FOR LOYALTY OF GSDR ON NOTICE 
THAT GSDR WILL BE GUIDED IN ITS FOREIGN POLICY FIRST OF ALL BY 
NATIONAL INTERESTS, ESPECIALLY IN RELATION TO ETHIOPIAN "COLON- 
IALISM", AND THAT IT WILL NOT BE ANYONE'S PAWN IN INTERNATIONAL 
POWER POLITICS.

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2. HIS MARCH 21 STATEMENT TO SOMALI FESTAC TROUPE (REFTEL) SHOULD 
REMOVE ANY DOUBT THAT DIPLOMATID SITUATION HERE IS MORE FLUID 
THAN AT ANY TIME, PERHAPS, SINCE SIAD CAME TO POWER IN 1969. 

IT ALSO SHOWS, WE BELIEVE, THAT SIAD IS IN NO HURRY TO MAKE 
DECISIVE MOVE ONE WAY OR THE OTHER. SOVIETS CAN TAKE COMFORT 
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FROM SIAD'S AFFIRMATION THAT SOVIETS ARE GSDR'S "TRUE 
FRIENDS". BUT HIS EMPHASIS ON ETHIOPIA'S CONTINUED OBSTRUCTION 
OF SOMALI TERRITORIAL AMBITIONS AND STATEMENT THAT GSDR 
DIFFERENTIATES BETWEEN IDEOLOGY AND NATIONAL INSTERESTS IN DETER- 
MINING FOREIGN POLICY IS CLEAR WARNING TO SOVIETS NOT TO LOSE 
SIGHT OF GSDR INTERESTS AS THEY MOVE INTO ETHIOPIA. ARABS 
CAN TAKE COMFORT FROM SIAD’S RE-AFFIRMATION OF GSDR'S NON-ALIGNED AND
